NEW YORK STATE CAPITOL 
COSTING $27,000,000 BURNED 
WITH INVALUABLE DOCUMENTS 


Albany, X. Y.. March 2».—Xew York state's beautiful cauitol build- 


ing, fasting $27,OOO,OOO. was fwnl 
for the flames today, and its mag- 


nificent interior is a mass of ruins. 
The first alarm was turned in at 


2:46 this morning, and when the ttremen arrived the interior was 
aflame. Subsequent alarms brought out die entire city department, and 
then all capital employes and even newspaper men were impressed as 
firemen. 


About 4 o'clock the toot of the north wing crashed in with a roar 


and at 4:35 the senators were notified to take any papers they valued 
from tlieir desks and run for it, with the fire only two rooms away. 
At 101 oclock the lire was still burning briskly, but it was then said it 
could be prevented from further spreading. The assembly library was 
completely gutted, causing the destruction of all bills, documents and 
papers, some dating hack to t77i>. 


Xext the document room was licked clean, to be followed at once by 


the state library. 
AH the Dutch and English Colonial records were de- 


stroyed. 


The only probable death is Uia t of Samuel Abbot, aged night watch, 


man of the state library, who has not l>een seen since the fire started. 


At 8 o'clock tfiis morning the loss was estimated at $6.0OO,OOO, ex- 


clusive of the expensive furnisliings .and the contents of the state li- 
brary. 


The fire probably started from a defective electric light wire.

Right and Wrong Method* of Breathing. 


HOSE who gire the matter of breathing little thought, probably 


believe there is bat one way to breathe, and that is to breathe, 
and let it go at that. But unless they breathe the right »ay. 
the subject is worthy on their part of a good deal more thought 


'this. For many ways of breathing are in practice, and most of 


them are wrong ways. 


To thoroughly understand bow to breathe properly. It may be 


well to look briefly at the apparatus for breathing. This consists of the 
muscles enclosing the lungs, so to speak, the respiratory muscles a* 
they are called, and the diaphragm, a large muscle separating the 
chest from the abdomen. 


All these muscles need to be actively used when breathing, not

Many people do not breath much below their collar-bone. 
S* 


prevalent is this habit, that this sort of breathing has become known 
as collar-bone breathing. 
The ribs are elevated, the collar-bone and 


shoulders raised, the abdomen drawn in, thus pushing it against the 
diaphragm and raising it. 
But this is alL 
Only the upper part of 


the chest and lungs is filled with air. 
The diaphragm being raised 


prevents expansion in the lower part of the lungs. 


This is the worst form of breathing. It uses the maximum of 


energy and brings the minimum of return. It is the cause of many 
diseases. 


Some, however, breathe deeper than this without yet breathing 


to the best way. The air reaches further down in the lungs and so 
is an improvement on the collar-bone breathing. But the method is 
practically the same, and this method is wrong. 


So much has been written of late years about the value of deep 


breathing that abdominal breathing is the method adopted now by 
nany who have given thought to the subject.

fng forces the diaphragm down, thus permitting the lower part of 
the lungs to be filled with air. 
But there is still a better method. 


It is practiced largely in the Orient and is known as full breathing. 
This method uses every muscle of respiration, thus toning them up and 
strengthening them; and it fills the lungs completely full of air. 
This 


sweeps every nook and corner of them clean and brings to the blood 
the largest amount possible of oxygen. 


To acquire the full breath, stand or sit erect, and through the
